April is National Grange Month. The Rochester 
Grange was founded February 12, 1906 with 81 charter 
members. It is a safe bet that many of you probably have 
some tie to the Grange. Maybe your parents, grandpar- 
ents, or an aunt or uncle were members at one time. But, 
did you know that seven men formed the "Fraternal 
Order of Patrons of Husbandry'' after the Civil War in 
1867? They hoped to form an organization to help farmers 
and promote agriculture as an industry. 



The Massachusetts State Grange came into being 
in December 1873. The first Grange in Massachusetts,

"Guiding Star #1" of Greenfield still exists today. This 
"farmers" organization from the very beginning wel- 
comed both men and women as equals. One of the first 
major actions taken by the Grange was to come out for 
Women's Suffrage, equality and justice in 1885 — some 60 
years before the 19th Amendment would be voted into 
law. 

The Grange is a true family organization. Young 
children often accompany parents to meetings. Anyone 
from the age of 14 and up can become a member. Children 
5 to 14 can belong to the Junior Grange. Southeastern 
Junior Grange meets once a month at the Acushnet 
Grange Hall.

At 7:15 pm representatives of Frank Esposito and 
David Mclntire of The Bay Club brought pictures, plans, 
and visual proposals for a much-enlarged land swap for 
the Tinkham Forest Land. In essence, the proposal they 
would like to present in an article at Town Meeting would 
include parcels along the river that would protect the 
watershed, and an additional 300 acres owned by Mr. 
Mclntire next to The Bay Club in Marion. This would be 
conservation land with easier access from both the north 
and south and would be subject to limited use provisions 
to protect its existing beauty.

lights. One resident said that although she was originally 
against the idea of replacing the Tinkham Land with some 
other land, this offer seems to be one of the best possible 
benefits to the town, and therefore she supports the new 
proposal. 

The next item of business was a report on the 
Strategic Planning Retreat. Mr. Botelho and the Selectmen 
thought it was an excellent seminar, although very 
intense, and to adopt a new strategic plan for the town 
would serve as a road map for future years. The FinCom 
supported this article as a move towards financial stabil- 
ity Mr. Botelho reported that a SWOT (Strengths Weak- 
nesses Opportunities Threats) analysis for the Town of 
Mattapoisett will be included in the Town Report. In 
addition, the report outlines the Roles and Responsibili- 
ties of the Board of Selectmen, the Finance Committee 
(FinCom), and the Financial Director. Furthermore, it 
outlines the specific tasks for the next 12 months for both 
the Finance Director and the Town Administrator. 

The Strategic Goals and Objectives for the Town 
of Mattapoisett are also specific in the report. First, 
through collaboration with town departments and 
committees, Mattapoisett town leadership will develop a 
financial plan within eight months facilitated by the Board 
of Selectmen. Second, create an open forum between town 
government and school officials facilitated by the Board of 
Selectmen to create awareness and develop support for 
mutually beneficial sources of revenue in order to manage 
spending. Third, establish a Capital Planning Committee 
with seven members (two ex officio). Fourth, develop a 
clear understanding of roles and responsibilities for Board 
of Selectmen and independent boards and commissions. 
All of these goals have specific objectives designed to 
realize the goals. 

The Board of Selectmen voted unanimously to 
adopt the new strategic plan.

Selectman Denham and Selectman Andrews 
remarked on the situation with the loss of herring in the 
annual runs mostly due to off-shore fishing. Selectman 
Denham pointed out that for many years the herring 
count remained relatively stable, but last year saw a 75 
per cent drop in one year. Selectman Andrews suggested 
that Mr. Botelho draft a letter to the Division of Marine 
Fisheries outlining the concerns of the town regarding this 
drastic decrease. 

The board noted a letter should be sent to the 
Planning Board that the Selectmen would be ready and 
willing to help them start developing a new Master Plan 
for the town. This is important because of the many 
changes that are rapidly occurring in Mattapoisett such as 
The Bay Club, the Village at Mattapoisett, and the addi- 
tional sewerage projects. The last plan took three years to 
complete and 2007 would coincide with the 150th anni- 
versary of the Incorporation of the Town of Mattapoisett. 

The board made the following announcements:

wording of the notice which is to be mailed to all Marion 
residents and also posted at the Transfer Station. Notice 
has also appeared in the local press. "I think we're trying 
to do a thorough job of notifying people/' Mr. Dolan said. 

Mr. Dolan also informed the board that the town's 
Facilities Use Request Form is in the process of being 
revised for future requests concerning Silvershell Beach. 
"The use of Silvershell Beach will be limited to events 
which do not interfere with use of the facility as a beach/' 
Mr. Dolan said. "With one notable exception: the annual 
Sippican Lands Trust (fundraiser) is a pre-existing and 
known event ... so I would recommend that it be 
grandfathered in." 

"If that is what the committee decides, I would 
suggest it should be incorporated with whatever policies 
are approved (for future facilities use)/' Chairman Jeffrey 
said. "I do think if the policy is being discussed and it's 
pretty close to finalization, we should have the whole 
package (in place)." 

"There wasn't a written policy in place, there 
were forms that were being used, but there was no policy 
that spelled out specific procedure," Mr. Dolan said. 

"I'm going back to the policies that we set up for 
the Music Hall — we had very clear guidelines," Select- 
man Bryant said. "There should be a category of event 
which is readily approved ... you shouldn't have to 
grandfather the Sippican Lands Trust (fundraiser)." 

At 7:25 pm the board met with members of the 
Music Hall Advisory Committee to discuss the proposed 
placing of the Marion Music Hall on the National Registry 
of Historic Places. "What we were asking permission for 
was to start and see if this is something (the town) wants 
to do," said Chairman Phyllis Washburn. "It's quite an 
involved process. You need to research all the history (of 
the building) ... form a subcommittee, and then apply (to 
the Massachusetts Historical Commission)."

"I guess one of our concerns was, if you go 
through this, will we still be able to put in air condition- 
ing?'' Selectman Pierce asked. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to 
approve the initiative of the Marion Music Hall Advisory 
Committee to form a subcommittee to work toward 
getting the structure listed in the National Registry of 
Historic Places. 

The Advisory Committee also sought permission 
to bid out the installation of a new Heating, Ventilation 
and Air Conditioning (HVAC) system for the Music Hall, 
since it has become a problem for events particularly 
during the summer months. 

"There is an endowment fund, and we now have 
the funds to purchase a new air conditioning (system),'' 
said committee member Lori Schaefer. "Now that we have 
the money, we're ... just starting to advertise (for bids)." 

The board unanimously approved the request to 
bid out the HVAC project and Town Administrator John 
Dolan, as the town's chief procurement officer, agreed to 
work with the committee to set the bid specifications for 
the project. 

Lastly, the board discussed the Advisory 
Committee's request to have the floors of the Music Hall 
refinished. 

"Receipts collected for (rentals) go into the 
general fund ... and the town has a budget of $5,000 for 
regular maintenance of the building," Ms. Schaefer said. 

"Basically the maintenance, which is not paid 
through the endowment fund, is budgeted (under the 
DPW) account," Chairman Jeffrey said. "The only issue is 
that this is coming to us now when the budget is being 
prepared for next year, so the DPW would have to take 
this out of money which was (already) appropriated." 

"All departments have had to budget very close 
to the mark, so at this point I don't believe (the DPW) has

the extra $750 budgeted/' Mr. Dolan said. "I know that 
seems like a very small amount. But the problem is I 
know you'd like to get this done as soon as possible, but I 
don't know if it will be feasible if the money's not there." 

"Something like this should be part of a routine 
maintenance budget," Selectman Bryant suggested. "I was 
just looking for a way to get the money." 

"If there's sufficient funds at the end of this fiscal 
year, I don't see an issue — but I can't be sure of that," Mr. 
Dolan said. 

The board ultimately granted permission for the 
committee to proceed with the floor refinishing as needed. 

"We agree you have the need (to get the floors 
done), we'll see what we can do to get it done, and next 
year (general maintenance) will be included in the bud- 
get," Chairman Jeffrey said. 

There being no further matters to come before the 
board, they unanimously voted to adjourn for the evening 
at 7:52 pm.

building company and discussed estimated costs to 
construct such a facility as a possible annex to the Roches- 
ter Town Hall. Mr. Huntoon said the base cost would be 
about $110,000 which doesn't include electrical, plumbing 
or any other site work. "They're costly," Mr. Huntoon 
said. "You're talking probably $250,000 when you get 
through." 

Last week the board members agreed to look into 
alternative options to solve the space constraints in 
Rochester Town Hall including a modular building 
adjacent to the existing structure, a so-called Morton 
building located on another parcel of town-owned land, 
or leasing office somewhere close to Town Hall. 

"I put an ad in The Standard-Times for 2,000 feet of 
office space within one mile of (the current Town Hall) ... 
for six offices, two bathrooms, and handicap accessibility," 
Mr. Huntoon said. "WeTl just keep plugging away and 
see what interest there is." 

Mr. Huntoon also advised that Christine Cook of 
the Rochester Council on Aging (COA) sent him a memo 
regarding a cut in the COA budget. As such, she wanted 
to know if the board would support increasing their 
current maintenance position by 20 hours a week. 

Chairman Parker suggested Ms. Cook and 
representatives of the COA come in to see them on this 
issue and also with regards to the COA van which was 
recently involved in a motor vehicle accident. 

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received a letter from Leo R Dalbec regarding a recent

''cease and desist" order he received on March 24 from the 
Rochester Soil Conservation Board. According to Mr. 
Dalbec, during the week of March 22-26, contractors 
removed some 400-500 cubic yards of stockpiled material 
left over from a cranberry bog construction in 1990 and 
1991. Mr. Dalbec noted that the Soil Conservation Board is 
well aware of his cranberry-growing operation on the 
land off Pine Street, behind the Sherman Cemetery. 

"There exists every indication that this order was 
issued solely on the basis of a complaint by a party, or 
parties, unknown to me," Mr. Dalbec wrote.

arbitrary and capricious, and does not reflect any regard 
for due process. Furthermore, this action suggests an 
abuse of power/' 

'They feel this cease and desist order was issued 
solely on an anonymous complaint," Chairman Parker 
said. 

"The inference Fm getting is someone called to 
complaint about them removing soil, the Soil Board 
doesn't have a permit on file (for the project), so they 
issued a cease and desist order," Selectman Laboa said. 
"The thing that bothers me is no one went to (Mr. Dalbec) 
before issuing the order." 

The board agreed to consult the Soil Conservation 
Board about Mr. Dalbec's concerns and look into the cease 
and desist order. 

The board received a memo from Town Accoun- 
tant Claudette Coutu requesting the appointment of 
Kathy McHenry as Temporary Town Accountant while 
she is on vacation from April 12 through April 16. The 
board unanimously granted the request. 

In other matters, the board:

zards Bay at the time, and were therefore in a great 
position to shift gears and make this (documentary)/' Mr. 
Parsons said. "I have a lifelong connection to our local 
waters. The anger and despair I felt when I saw the 
damage on our coastlines really drove the (film).'' 

The B-120 Incident was digitally produced using 
unique footage of the clean-up efforts and exclusive 
interviews with experts to tell the story of the environ- 
mental nightmare that engulfed Buzzards Bay. The film 
asks hard questions about the safety of our environment 
in light of existing shipping practices on Buzzards Bay. 
"About 1200 barges carry in excess of a billion gallons of 
petroleum through the bay each year, most of them 
antiquated, single-hulled vessels," Mr. Parsons said. 
"Existing federal laws allow this bomb to keep ticking 
until 2015."

Demon Knight

f Hellboy. Starring Ron Perlman and Selma Blair. 
Directed by Guillermo del Toro. Running time: 
120 minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. 

Ron Perlman has made a career out of projecting humanity 
through latex — the closest he's come to mainstream stardom was 
his starring role on TV's Beauty and the Beast — and Hellboy could 
almost be his doctoral thesis. Carrying a $66 million fantasy- 
adventure, Perlman, at age 53, strides in like a hungry young actor 
itching to prove something, only with 22 years of experience 
lending him charisma and confidence. It's a star-making perfor- 
mance, full of surly wit and understated pathos, and should 
qualify him for high-profile roles without make-up (I still remem- 
ber with pleasure his unadorned work in 1995's The Last Supper). 

Aside from Perlman, Hellboy is a fun if rather cluttered affair. 
As directed by Guillermo del Toro, it's a bottomless bowl of eye 
candy, but you know what they say about too much candy. Del 
Toro, a genuinely gifted filmmaker, has shown us two faces: In his 
native Mexico, he crafts subtle and original horror dramas {Cronos, 
The Devil's Backbone); in Hollywood, he has a little too much fun 
with the pricey toys {Blade II and the abortive Mimic, which its 
studio Miramax diddled with). Hellboy falls somewhere in be- 
tween — it has moments of inspiration, and you can feel del Toro's 
glee in working on a large-scale comic-book canvas. Still, I prefer 
del Toro's smaller works; it's the difference between a nice tray of 
sushi and a tub of popcorn — both suit a particular mood, but del 
Toro prepares sushi too well to settle for popping popcorn. 

Hellboy (Perlman) is a demon, brought here through an 
interdimensional portal during World War II and raised by para- 
normal expert Professor Bruttenholm (John Hurt) ; he works for the 
Bureau of Paranormal Research and Defense, sniffing out 
otherworldly nasties and eliminating them. The idea, by way of 
Mike Mignola's comic book of the same name, smacks of a zillion 
movies (and comics), and the movie's plot — Hellboy and various 
other BPRD recruits pursue the still-living Rasputin (Karel Roden) 
and his cohorts, who want to hand the world over to Lovecraftian 
evil gods — is essentially unsurprising. The film unavoidably 
becomes a string of set pieces wherein Hellboy faces off against 
some many-tentacled monster or another, and there's much pulp- 
movie posturing (the bad guys aren't just occult villains, they're 




Nazis) and special-effects wizardry that might feel more magical if 
we didn't suspect the art had peaked with the Lord of the Rings 
series. 

Del Toro also tries to make room for a love story between 
Hellboy (who, deep down, is a big softy — he loves kittens, for 
instance, and seems to keep dozens of them in his quarters) and a 
pyrokinetic loner named Liz (Selma Blair, taking on the difficult 
task of playing a woman who's drugged out of most emotion for 
the bulk of the movie). A sequence in which Liz goes out for coffee 
with a BPRD newbie (Rupert Evans), while a jealous Hellboy hops 
from roof to roof following them, feels both necessary and unnec- 
essary: It certainly doesn't move the plot (or what passes for it) 
forward, but it shows us a different side of Hellboy, particularly 
when he sits and listens, not especially patiently, to the advice of a 
nine-year-old boy on the subject of unrequited love. 

Bits like that made me wish the whole movie could've been 
about Hellboy and Liz, and how their relationship might (or might 
not) work. Del Toro achieves a formidable lyricism towards the 
end, when the demon (who is fireproof) and the fiery woman join 
in a kiss, enveloped by pulsing blue flame. Most of Hellboy, though, 
is preoccupied with the stuff that too many fanboy dreams are 
made of — bashing and explosions and spooky-nasty zombie 
Nazis with blades that cut through stone. Guillermo del Toro can 
do this stuff with more ease than many Hollywood hacks, but at 
some level it's still hackwork — a Saturday-matinee escapist 
cruddiness compromises its power as a visionary fantasy. Del Toro 
may be one of those directors who work better on lower budgets:

Fort Phoenix Tour 

Learn about the history of Fairhaven's Fort 
Phoenix and watch a demonstration of flintlock musket 
firing at the Fort Phoenix Minuteman Tour, to be held on 
Saturday, April 17 at 2:00 pm. The tour begins on the 
Hurricane Barrier at Fort Street. 

Fort Phoenix, a National Historical Site, was 
originally built in 1775 during the American Revolution. 
Destroyed by a British attack in September, 1778, the fort 
was later rebuilt and was manned during the War of 1812 
— when the British attacked again. During the Civil War, 
the fort was again manned to protect the famed New 
Bedford whaling harbor. Five original Seacoast Defense 
cannon and one remaining Revolutionary naval cannon 
are mounted at the fort. 

The tour will tell of the devastating British 
invasion of New Bedford and Fairhaven during the 
Revolution as well as other Fort Phoenix history. Members 
of the Fairhaven Village Militia re-enacting group will 
discuss life in the 1770s and show clothing, military 
equipment, and other items from the colonial period. 

During the tour, members of the militia will 
explain military tactics and demonstrate the muzzle 
loading flintlock firearms used by both the Americans and 
the British during the Revolution. The Fort Phoenix tour
